“Prepared for all Contingencies. ” 


London, February 27. 

Although no formal conferences have been held since Saturday 
the members of the Conference wero in nowise idle during the week+ 
end. A number of sectional meetings of the individual delegations 
have to-day bean threshing out the details of the questions that have 
arisen during the past week and are likely to arise-in the future. 
Sq fat no meeting has been arranged for to-morrow. The lull: will 
probably not be broken until the Greok and Turkish delegations have 
‘received replies from their Governments. ane : 

Mr. Lloyd Georgo, M. Briand, Lord D’Abernon, Marshal Foch 
and others held a conference st 7 o'clock in the evening at the 
Chequers, aftor which Mr. Lloyd Geore declared that we were pre- 
pated for all contingencies. : 

‘ _ The Allies and Germany. . 
: London, February 27. 

The Havas correspondent at Chequers states that Mr. Lloyd 
George and M. Briand, in the course of coveraations with Marshal 
Foch, considered the sanctions to.be enforced against Germany in 
the event of Germany not-accopting the conditions of the Paris 
agreement. The Premiers agreed with regard to the necessity of 
summoning 8 commission of experts with view to considering the 
enforcement of the sanctions decided by the Paris Conference. : 

Genera! Nollet, President of the Inter-Allied Control Commis- 
sion, has arrived in London to attend the Conference. 


Arrival of yon Simons and Party. ~ 
London, February 28, 
“™ With the arrival in London of the German Foreign Minister, Dr. 
von Simons, with a party of some eighty Germane, including a score 
of newspaper correspondents, who will be housed at the Savoy Hotel 
at the British Government's cost, practically all participants in the 
fateful reparations conference ars now on the spot. The German 
delegates include General von Scckt, the War Minister; Herr 
Schroeder, tho Finance Minister; Herr von Lesuere, Minister of 
Economics; and Herr Bergmann, of the Reparations Commission. 
It is,reported from Berlin that Dr. von Simons comes with limited 
. powers‘and cannot, pledge Germany to.any given course off his own 
bat, but. at each step will telegraphically seek tho sanction of his 
Cabinet,’ who will be in something like perpetual session for the 
purpose. : 
. The German Counter-Proposals. 
. Later. 
Groat secrecy is being observed in Berlin in regard to the 
German counter-proposals, but the. favourite report at: present is 
that cabled on the 27th inar., viz. that Germany will offer a total 
indemnity of £7,500,000,000, spread over thirty years. It is also 
romourad from Paris that the principlo of German counter-proposals 
will be based on handing over to the Entento a certain percentage of 
the shares in German industrial concerns, 


Economic Experts on German Solvency. 


While the German delegates have been on their way to London, 
the Entente chiefa have been conferring at Chequers in almost 
summer-like woathor with apparently the most satisfactory results, 
judging by Mr, Lloyd George's declaration, “ We are prepared for all 
contingencies.” Whilst the Germans will have an opportunity of 
propusing the methods of payment of the indemnity there seems little 
chanve of their being able to secure any material reduction thereof 
if the second report of the economic experts: of the Brussels 
Conference, now issued, be any criterion. ‘This gives weighty 
reasons why Germany is well able to pay, and points out 
that her actual’ economic situation is botter than that of any other 
Continental State. Her industrial plant is undamaged, she has 
very little foreign indebtedness, the low exchange value 
of the mark greatly favours” her foreign trade, disarmament 
will immensely relieve her finances, and the abolition of conscrip- 
tion will greatly increase her productive man-power. ' 


REDUCTION OF WAGES IN ENGLAND. 


Strenuous Campaign on Both Sides. 
. , London, February 27, 
Signs are not wanting of a coming struggle between Labour and 
Capital on the issue of a'general reduction in wages. On the one 
hand, employers, supported by an influential section of the Press, 


* have rapidly developed a pro-reduction campaign, sometimes advanc- 


ing actual figures. On the other hand, recent speeches by the 
leaders of the big unions have strenuously oxhorted resistence to 
reductions. : 

Mr. Hodges, Secretary of the Miners’ Federation (who is referred 
toin Earlier Cables), enjoins the miners to prepare to prove their 
solidarity. He suggests a heavy Government subsidy enabling the 
present profits and wages to be maintained and reducing coal by 
20/~ per ton, thereby reducing manufacturing costs and improving 
trade generally. ; nae: .

REUTER'S TELEGRAMS. — 


’ THE NEAR EAST CONFERENCE, 


d London, Feb. 28. 

Mr. Lloyd George and M. Briand were absent_ from the Con- 
ference, over which Lord Curzon presided, Tho:Armenian delegation, 
herded by Nubar Pasha, an behalf of the Turkish, Armenians, and 
Sharonian, on behalf of the Erivan Government, was received by 
Lord Curzon, Signor Sforza and some French Ministers of the Foreign 
Office, and advanced claims for a greater Armenia, based on ‘the 
Treaty of Sevres, to include much of Cilicia as a protection againat 
aggression. The Turkish delegation, headed by Bekirsami, afterwards 
contended that by the Turco-Armenian Treaty of 1920, Kars and 
Alexandropol, which the Kemalists occupied, were ceded to Turkey. 
It was pointed out that the Allies did not recognise the. Treaty. 

Nubar Pasha has to-day received a telegfam from the patriarch 
Zaven of Constantinople alleging that the Turks have massacred 
85 per cent, of the Armenian population in the regions of Kars and 
Alexandropol, 28 ; 

A communique relating to the meeting at the Foreign Office 
this afternoon under the presidency of Lord Curzon, as regards 
Kurdistan, Armenia and: Bekirsami, declared that the Kurds are 
already largely represented on the National Assembly apd that 
Angora is enjoying wide local autonomy and does not desire indepen- 
dence, Lord Curzon pointed out as regards Armenia that the Powers 
had not the slightest intention of abandoning their obligation to 


|constitute a united stable Armenia. It was important in the interests 


of both the Turks and Armenians to lay down a frontier accepted by 
all parties for restoring to Armenia districts of which she was recently 
deprived and providing her with a secure national existence. M. 
Berthelot reaffirmed that the intention of the French when retiring 
from military occupation of Cilicia was to safeguard Armenians. 
The Cilicia meeting decided to submit formal proposals to the Supreme 
Council as regards possible modifications of the Kurdish and 
Armenian clauses of the Treaty of Sevres in the light of recent events, 

The “Daily Chronicle” Berlin correspondent says that the Ger- 
man counter-proposals will urge the formation of great international 
production and selling syndicates, and allotment of @ certain pro- 
portion of German industrial products to the Allies as reparations 
with, perhaps, part payment in gold. . 

M. Briand, interviewed onthe reparations question, intimated complete 
willingness to listen to German counterproposals provided they were 
reasonable, otherwise she would receive no quarter. If Germany was 
able to pay so well and good, but if it was proved she was unable 
to pay the mobile twelve per cent, exports tax, the latter would be 
varied accordingly. ' 
: London, Feb. 27. 

The “Sunday Times” Jearns authoritatively that Germany’s 
counter-proposals will consist of the offer to pay 7,500 million 
sterling over a period of thirty years.. The Germans will resist the

THE AIR ESTIMATES.

‘The Air.Estimates for 1921-22 total £18,411,000 net., compared 
with £22,992,000 for 1920-21. The former includes war charges, 
£1,471,000. The net estimates, excluding war charges, are £16,940,000 
compared: with £14,998,000. The increase of normal] expenditure ‘is 
due to five additional sqnadrons. To obtain the figure of £18,411,000 
every item was most stringently scrutinised. All services were 
curtailed to the utmost in view of the financial stringency. 

After consultation with the Admiralty it was decided to suspend 
the Airship Service, whose maintenante for fighting purposes would 
have inyolved a diminution of effort on the services whose fighting 
value has been more fully- demonstrated. : 

The sum of £60,000 has been assigned to subsidise civil aviation 
companies.

Plans For The Future. 


The Far Eastern Olympic 
Games, the South American and 
the Indian Empire Gamer, 
organized and ‘developed by the 
Young Men’s Christain Associa- 
tion, are rocognized by the 
International Olympic Committee 
as an  intergral part of 
the Glympic movement, accord- 
ing.to an interview Mr. Elwood 
S. Brown in Shanghai, who has 
arrived there on his way to 
Manila and then back to the 
United States, completing a world 
survey to determine the basis of 
Y.M.C.A. staffs for physical 
work, the number of Americans 
and their length of service, the 
possibilities for new lines of work 
and definite date as to how his 
organization can best co-operate 
with the Olympic Committee.’ 


Mr. Brown was responsible for 
the first Far Eastern Games ‘in 
Manila, going from there to 
France with the Y.M.C.A., where 
he served as director of athlotica 
for the A.E.F. ana organizer of 
the Inter-Allied Games which 
followed the Armistice, He was 
then appointed secretary of phy- 
sical education of the, Y.M.C.A., 
foreign department. He was 
decorated with the Legion of 
Honor by France, Italy, Rumania 
and Greece, and was cited for 
the Distinguished Service Medal 
by the United States Government ; 
for his work during the World 
War. : 


Recognition of the Far Eastern 
Games was followed by the ap- 
pointment of Dr. Jigoro Kano of 
Tokyo, a memker of the Interna- 
tionnl Olynipic Committee, as the 
member to attend the forthcom- 
ing games in Shanghai. Dr. John 
H. Gray, secretary of the games 
at Shanghai, will also act. as re- 
presentative of the International 
Olympic Committeo qs well as of 
the Y¥.M.C.A. and ‘the China 
Committee.. It was Doctor Gray 
who organised the Indian Empire 
Games in 1914. All preparations 
had been made for them when 
the war broke out, and the 
Y.M.C.A. in India transferred its 
activities to Mesopotamia. 


The success of the Far. Eastern 
Games is said to be one of the 
factors which led the Internation- 
al Olympic Committee — to 
recognize them and. to .commit 
itself to the “play the all!’ pro- 
gramme.

TAKING ‘STOCK. 


The Hongkong and Shanghai Banking Corporation ranks high 
amongst tho financial institutions of the world, and because of that 
fact and of the large part. it plays in regard tothe markets of the East, 
the annual speech of its Chairman is invariably invested with much 
importance and nol a Jittle value to business men. In it, the past 

_ ig reviewod and future prospects dwelt upon. Mr, Parr, in his lengthy 
utterance on Saturday, reviewed a period of almost unexampled 
anxiety, both for banking ofganisations and business companies. 
Tho early part of 1920 was marked by a continuance of the trade boom 
experienced in the previous year, but, ay was pointed out, the expected 
reaction soon set in, and with it came hard times for commercial 
concerns in tho Orient, The circumstances which created this 
situation were succinctly stated by Mr. Parr, and one gathered the 

‘impression, that, whilst the times ‘still call for the observance of 
cautious methods, the worst is past and the immediate outlook more 
eneeuraging than it. bas. been for a considerable time. It was 
particularly reassuring this connection to be told that, despite all 
the talk of overstocked markets, the stocks of imported goods 
lying in Hongkong an‘l the China ports are. not excess- 
ive and that there. are .welcome indications of trade 
soon resuming its normal course,~ Equally gratifying was the 
vassertion that the future prospects of the cotton industry in China 
are encouraging. ‘These comments, together with the general signs 
of returning confidence in the world’s economic affairs to which the 
Chairman alluded, warrants the statement that Mr. Parr’s speech 
can be regarded as one tinged with a considerable measure of 
optimism. oe “ 

In his references to the political and financial situation in China, 
the Chairman had the same story to tell as his predecessor last year. 
Tt was shown that, despite the huge sums roleased for the free use 
of the Chinese Government from the Customs and Salt revenues, 
the country is still suffering financial embarrassment; that the feud 
between North and. South is as acute as ever; that the Central 
Govornment is more or less impotent in enforcing its authority over 
several provinces; and that the country is still burdened with the 
upkeep of a soldiery more than sufficient for its needs, A year ago, 
the Bank’s Chairman spoke of the Customs and Salt surpluses having 
been poured out like water upon sand, Lt was the same story that had 
to be told this year.‘ From the Customs, no less a sum than Tle. 
23,150,000 was released for Government use, and from the Salt 

- Gabelle the surplus handed oyer was $64,000,000. Yet we are told 
that the Government is still in dire straits for money to 
meet its many obligations and administration expenses. It need 
not be wondered at, therefore, that the Consortium is standing firm 
in its determination not to loan China any money unless there is an 
‘accompanying guarantee that 1t be used for reconstructive purposes. 
Mr. Parr made a good point when ho advocated a railway service 
moulded on the.same lines and characterised by the same integrity 
as those of the Customs. Service. He might have carried it 
further, for it is painfully evident that until we get honest adminis- 
tration and a rightful use of funds in all branches of government in 
China, the country will go on committing itself to endless obligat- 
ions, with small ‘prospoct of its being able to meet them. ; 

‘Mr. Parr’s final words, in which he surveyed the present world 
outlook, are deserving of wide currency. He rightly pointed out 
that the outstanding cause of the world’s troubles to-day is loss of 
purchasing power, and that no quack remedies will avail. He spoke 
of political unreat “born of aspirations economically impossible of 

* fulfilment,” asserting that “ extravagant-hopos, along with all other 
forma of extrovaganco, must submit to the. dictates of ecotiomic 
law,” adding that “recognition of the futility of rebellion against it 
is the beginning of wiedom.” Truer words, more apt to present-day 
conditions, were never ultored. Extravagance, collective and 
jridividual, is at the root of most, ff not all, of-the world’s ills to-day. 
And tho soouer that fact is realised (even here in Hongkong,

The Mines Again. 

When tho miners’ strike 
occurred last October it was 
found in the result that there 
need never have been a stoppage. 
After the rosumption of work 
this contention was put forward 
on behalf of Labour as well os 
by the other side. Seeing that 
the dispute hinged chiefly upon 
increased production, of which 
the minors at firat declined to 
give any guarantee at all, it is 
not easy to see how the Labour 
argument is to be. substan- 
tinted. Bus -moro important 
than _ allotting blame for 
past disputes is the prevention of 
future ones. When a settlement 
was artived at in the autumn, 
it was provided that the whole 
question should come up. for 
complete adjustment in March. 
Asa matter of fact, the minors 
speedily increased production to 
a point which for 4 part of the 
poriod raised their earnings by 
more than the desired 2/- per 
doy, going to show that the 
stipulation by the Government 
and the mineownors could 
scarcely have been an unreason- 
able ono, The result, indeed, had 
an unlooked-for dovelopment, the 
coal scarcity being succeeded by 
a glut. This was in the com- 
parativo sense, because actually 
the production is still well behind 
the pre-war standard. But com- 
petition is very koen, especially 
on the part of America; and coal 
is being. supplied to Murope by 
Australia and oven by the East, 
so tliat just now stoppages mean 
more.than ever the risk of losing 
markets. Negotiations have been 
proceeding in accordance with the 
terms of’ the provisional settle- 
ment, but a deadlock appears to 
have been reached over the sub- 
ject of national as opposed to 
district wages. It is a thorny 
question. Surely, though, the 
miners must this time recognise, 
in their own interests, the need of 
avoiding a stoppage. — 


The Status of Sarawak. , 


A question asked in Parliament 
the other day in. regard to the 
status of Sarawak comes as a 
reminder of how British subjects 
soeking adventure have now and 
then attained sovereign rank. 
The questioner inquired whether 
appeal lies from the Rajah of 
Sarawak to the Governor: of the 
Straits Settlements, and whether 
the Home Government has any 
control over the administration, 
to which Colonal Amery replied 
that Sarawak. is an independent 
State, over which Britain has no 
control except so far as provided 
by the agreement of 1888. The 
fi:st Rajah, Sir James Brooke, 
received a grant of this extensive 
and fertile territory in North- 
West Borneo from the Sultan, in 
1841. Hisson, the present Rajah, 
concluded the agreoment of 
1888, by which Sarawak 
was ‘placed under 
protection, When the Ranee, 
wife of the first Rajah, visited 
England, Queen Victoria received 
her as the consort of a reigning 
prince. The questioner's point 
as to whether appeal lies from 
the Rajah to the Governor of the 
Straits Settlemonts may, have 
been prompted by confusion with 
the neighbouring island of 
| Labuan, which, at one time under 
the jurisdiction of the British 
North Borneo Company, ‘was 
transferred to the Straits Settle- 
ment. Administration ‘in 1905. 
Sarawak and Labuan constitute a 
joint’ diocese, whose Bishop, Dr. 
Danson, has just been honoured 
by a Scottish University. 


Imperious Angora. 

It may come asa surprise to 
many people that the Angora 
Government; which is not an 
accredited constitution, or has 
not been hitherto, holds a number 
of British prisoners, and “refuses” 
to discuss their _ release. 
Mark the term! This semi- 
brigand organisation, in the 
words of the British Under 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs, 
declines to even discuss the 
release of the prisoners. At the 
Near East conference in London 
the delegate of this precious 
Government put forward last 
week a long string of conditions 
for a settlement with vatiquished 
Turkey. much as if the Porte 
had emerged conqueror. There 
is no mention ofa return or 
exchange of prisoners, but the 
Under Secratary hopes that “the 
matter will, be sottled at the 
present Conference.'’ It looks 
as if Bekir Sami Bey needs a 
few plain words.

SUICIDE OF PORTUGUESE 
COUNTESS, . | 


{ho inquest on.the Condeses da 


Ribeira Grande, a’ Portuguese] _ 


Countess,’ aged, 42, .a personal 
friend of ex-Quoen Amelie, ne 
who waa killed in a fall from the 
Tower of Westminster Cathedral, 
waa held at Westminster recently. 
. Bir Bruce ‘Porter, a doctor of 
Mayfair, stated that the deceased 
lady had been a patient of his for 
neurasthenia and norvous oxhaus- 
tion since 1918. Occasionally she 
had waves of depression but never 
serious until last Septembor, when 
stopping at Westgate. Witness 
thon had a nurse constantly in 
attendance on her.. On Novem- 
ber 9 the decessed expressed B 
feeling that she might throw her- 
self out of a window, Thereupon 
witness orderod a second nurée to 
be-in attendance. She was never 
left, and the family was warned. 
On the day of the tragedy she 
eluded the nurse ‘for two or three 
minutes, which -was sufficient 
time to allow her to ‘leave the 
house. She was a very devout 
Roman Catholic. The decoased 
must have hidden a hat some- 
where to enable her to leave 
the house. 

Tho nurse gave evidence that 
the Countess asked her to sew 
ona button for her, and having 
done so witness turned her back 
to replace the work basket, and 
when she turned round once 
again the Countess had disappear- 
ed, and witness was unable to 
find any trace of her. 

Other evidence was given of 
the deceased buying a ticket for 
the Tuwer, and later the discovery 
of her body in the balcony. The 
Sacristan of the Cathedral stated 
that he heard a cnrious thud.
